I record  with  peculiar  pleasure  that  Dr. 
Rowan  is  a native  of  Mississippi.  He  is  in 
his  63  year,  and  was  born  in  Mississippi. 
Onr  State  is  not  yet  a hundred  years  old.  It 
is  comparatively  young.  Perhaps  it  has  been 
noticeable  that  many  of  the  i subjects  of  the  e 
sketches  have  come  to  us|  frtnn  other  States 
to  aid  us  in  -.material  and  spiritual  develop- 
ment. We  duly  appreciate  their  presence 
and  labors.  We  esteem  therfi  highly  for  their 
work’s  sake,  but  we  must  condole  with  them 
over  their  misfortune  of  birth,  as  they  were 
not  so  favored  by  providence  as  to  be  natives 
of  Mississippi,  the  supny  State  of  the  Union, 
and  the  fairest  of  the  charging  sisterhood. 
What  a ha^py  lot  is  ours  jto  live  under  such 
cerulean  skies,  to  breath  such  resinous  air, 
and  to  enjoy  the  diversified  products  of  such 
a State,  the  blushing  peach,  the  ruddy  apple, 
the  toothsome  pear,  the  mellow  cantaloupe, 
the  juicy  mellon;  to  drink  the  water  from  the 
cool,  gurgling  spring  undier  the  shady  hill, 
and  revel  in  the  delights  9f  tljei,  honey-comb 
with  cells  bursting  with  pure  honey.  Heaven 
preserve  the  mark  for  all  time  to  come. 

Dr.  Rowan  may  be  called  ” tie  beloved 
physician.”  He  began  the  pract  ce  of  medi- 
cine in  1866,  on  the  Pearl  rivef,  in  Lawrence 
cotlbty.  At  the  expiratioR  of  three  years,  he 
moved  to  Wesson,  where  he  is  living  at 
present.  At  Wesson,  as  every  body  knows,  is 
the  largest  cottou  factory  ijn  our  S:ate.  It  was 
in  no  small  degree  ‘gratifying  to  me,  when 
living  in  Natchez,  to  heikr  the  operatives  of 
the  mills,  once  employed  jin  Wesson,  speak 
so  kindly  of  Dr.  Rowan.  jThey  seemed  de- 
votedly attached  to  him  a:j  a physician,  and 
as  a man.  I gathered from conversation  with 
them  that  he  was  kind  anj  attentive  to  the 
sictjegardless  of  their  stition  in  life,  and 
was  solicitous  as  to  their  wfcll  being.  He  was 
to  them  not  only  a physician,  but  a friend. 
No  one,  tbe  minister  excepted,  fills  a more 
responsible  position  in  life  than  the  practic- 
ing physician.  How  secure  'we  feel  in  our 
illness  when  he  sits  by  the  bedside,  and  feels 
the  leaping  pulse.  The  length  of  onr  earthly 
existence,  ever  and  anon,  depends  upon  his 
patient  attendance.  If  he  is  a Christian  • in- 
deed, and  can  enttr  into  the  sorrow*s  that 
darken  our  homes,  and  cheep  ns  ib  the  re- 
verses of  fortune?  he  is  to  us  God's  minister- 
ing spirit,  doubly  useful,  twk<je  fove4. 

Dr.  Rowan  is  an  efficient  Sunday  school 
worker.  He  has  been  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  at  Wesson  for  nearly  twenty- 
fi\e  years.  His  Sunday  School  is  ope  of  the 
largest  in  the  State,  having  on  Us  roll,  at 
times,  the  names  of  four  hundred  pupils. 
Physicians  are  not  proverbial  for  their  attend- 
• ance  at  church.  They  labor  under  the  em- 
barrassment, full  often,  of  Wing  called  out  of 
church  When  they  atempt  to  discharge  their 
duty  as  a church  member.  And  it  is  not  a 

fancy,  but  a fact  that  Sunday  is  the  busiest 

day  of  the  week  for  the  physician.  Under 
the  pressure  of  necessity,  sjek  people  keep 
going  through  the  other  day<i  of  the  week 
but  Sunday  is  attended  with  relaxation  of 
the  system  from  the  tension  of  cares,  and  the 
real  condition  of  the  sick  person  then  becomes 
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apparent,  and  the  necessity  for  medical  aid  re 
alized.  Th]e  busy  physician  is  under  the 
necessity  of  rising  early  Sunday  morning  to 
make  his  robnd  before  the  hour  of  worship 
and  even  th^n  is  frequently  denied  the  privj! 
lege  of  enjojjing  that  for  which  he  has  labored 
because  of  a number  of  unexpected  calls  to  be 
made.  And  yet,  Dr.  Rowan  has  b.en  a pop,,. 
I dar  physician  and  superintendent  of  a large 
^Sunday  School; for  twenty-five  years. 

Dr.  Rowan  is  an  ardent  prohibitionist.  In 
18^0,  two  years  before  the  first  county  of  the 
State  Went  u^der  prohibitory  laws,  he  had  t 
lengthy  discussion  with  persistent  advocate 
of  the  open  s|aloon.  For  six  months  he  ap- 
peared in  well  written  articles  in  a secular 
paper,  until  his  opponent  was  driven  from  the 
field  of  contest.  Dr.  Rowan  was  advised  to 
check  tis  pen,  or  give  it  liberty  at  the  ex- 
pense Of  his  political  aspirations.  He  epressed 
himscllf  as  ready  to  sacrifice  political  honors 
on  the  altar  Of  right,  and  to  stand  by  a righ- 
teous cause  whatever  the  personal  loss.  As 
a member  of  ^he  legislature,  he  secured  an 
enact nfent  providing  that  each  county,  by 
vote  m light  sejeure  local  option,  and  soon  had 
the  joy  of  seeing  hia  own  county  exjiell  the 
saloon  from  its  borders  by  a majority  vote  of 
twelve  hundred  and  seventy-eight.  In  his 
accepted  political  life,  he  has  been  among  the 
first  in  the  adjvocacy  of  measures  promotive 
of  the  interest  of  the  masses  of  our  people, 
but  in  rothing  has  he  shown  himself  stronger 
anc}  purer  than  in  the  contest  of  morality 
against  corrijiption , of  womanhood  against 
selfishness,  of  pure  citizenship  against  in- 
toxicated, debased  manhood. 

Now  my  dpty  ha ; teen  performed.  My 
work  of  delineating  character,  seen  in  Choice 
Men  of  The  P)ew,  is  concluded.  The  work 
has  called  on  me  for  extensive  investigation, 
for  much  painstaking,  for  persistent  research. 
It  has  been  attended  with  much  pleasure,  and 
I put  my  pen  aside  with  a reluctance  that 
only  subsides  in  tbe  presence  of  the  thought 
that  othler  duties  await  my  energy,  my  heart 
and  my  brail}.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these 
articles  have  been  worth  the  space  they  have 
filled  in  our  paper,  and  that  some  have  been 
made  stronger  and  happier  by  reading  them.

The  sheep,  the  true  ones,  will 
not  know  his  voice,  because  he  is  a stranger, 
and  will  not  respond  to  his  call  and  follow 
him  He  is  not  a herdsman  or  drover,  blit  a 
shepherd.  He  can  not  drive,  he  must  lead, 
go  before  and  attract,  the  flock.  No  uncon- 
verted man  can  have  the  heart  of  a shepherd 
and  do  his  work.  Pretense  will  disgust  and 
repel.  The  sheep  will  not  know  him  because 
he  does  not  know  the  Great  Shepherd,  who 
has  given  his  life  not  only  for  the  sheep,  but 
also  unto  them. 

The  pastor  should  know  the  sheep.  If  he 
does  not  learn  through  pastoral  visitation 
and  personal  inter-ojurse  their  cap ’cities  and 
wants  and  circumstances,  how  can  he  tend 
them?

A thing  highly 
commendable  is  that  choir  and  solo  singers 
make  even  these  difficult  songs  as  intelligible 
as  i£they  w#re  being  read.  Wa  walls,  take 
notice. 

The  great  organiza’ions  here  are  matters  of 
wonder.  Pkinnev’s  band  is  an  organization 
of  national  reputation.  It  claims  to  bave 
traveled  i86jooo  miles  and  to  have  given  five 
hundred  concerts.  They  led  the  procession 
at  the  G.  Aj.  R parade.  The  mu^ic  was 
thrilling. 

The  Appoillo  Club  claims  to  be  the  leading 
choral  bodyjin  the  United  States.  It  was  or- 
ganized in  11872,  and  has  given  the  Messiah 
twenty-five  times. 

Tbe  Imperial  Quartet  has  the  finest  bass  I 
have  ever  bfcard- 

The  Spirtjing  Quartet  is  perhaps  the  most 
noted  stringed  instrument  organization  in 
America . 

The  Thecjdore  Thomas  Orchestra,  of  course, 
eclipses  evetything  else.  It  is  one  of  three 
such  organizations  in  America,  the  others 
being  in  Nejw  York  and  Boston.  Mr.  Thom  s 
gives  conceits  only  in  winter.  His  last  con- 
sisted of  twenty  two  Tne  expense  exceeded 
the  receipts :by  $i/,ooo,  being  tbe  best  srason 
he  ever  had  from  a financial  standpoint.  He 
usually  runfc  from  $20,000  to  $30,000  shoit. 
It  is  made  good  by  private  subscription.  His 
orchestra  has  inoie  than  one  hundred  instru- 
ments.

Knowing  that  it  is  our  dut y to  seek  the  will 
of  God  in  all  things, -and  recognizing  the 
liquor  traffic  as  an  instrumenl  of  God’s  greatest 
enemy  aifd  man’s  m<»tdead  y foe  in  both  ma- 
terial and  spiritual  things,  we  pledge  our- 
selves to  an  uncompromis:  ig  effort  against 
that  traffiic  in  all  its  form$;  therefore, 

Resolve |rf,  1st.  That  we  dsp'ore  the  intro- 
duction of  intoxicating  liqo|ors  into  our  new 
territorial  possessions. 

Resolved , 2d.  That  we  ejnter  our  solemn 
disapproval  of  the  conduct  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  in  setting  aside*the  laws 
of  our  nitional  Congress  relative  to  the  exist-

p'-ceniix  1 ke  revivals,  and,  to  account  for 
these,  we  fear,  splendid  frauds  are  cjftea  to  be 
found.  But  this  relaxation  is  not  confined  to 
such.  It  is  met  in  every  class  of  society; 
nor  are  we  aware  of  a filter  theme  in  all 
Christ  in  ethics  for  the  pulpit,  and  that  to 
serve  tjhe  purposes  both  of!  conviction  and  of 
direct  mcral  tuition,  than  to  denounce  and  to 
expose}  it.  The  minister  when  thus  employed 
is  st  nding  up  for  what  we  have  jiist  styhd 
the  holiness  of  social  virtue,  when  he  tells 
the  servants  in  a family  uot  topu'ldu,  and 
laborers  in  the  field  not  to  serve  with  eye- 
service,  and  men  in  the  walks  of  merchandise 
not  in  their  love  of  money,  which  is  the  root 
of  all  evil,  to  forg.t  the  simplicity  apd  godly 
sincerity  of  Christian  disciples,  even  though 
their  fellows  should  laugh  at  them  as  simple- 
tons. And,  in  short,  when  he  charges  all 
and  sundry  of  his  hearers  against  those  secret 
and  uriseen  p.ccadillo  s which  are.  s>  cur- 
rently practiced  id  the  various  departments  of 
service[  or  house  keeping,  or  trade,  or  confi- 
den  ial  agency,  of  far  too  various  a character 
in  the  complicated  rel  itions  of  iusi ness  and 
society  for  our  enumeration. 
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There  is  a question  in  one  of  the  Psalms: 
“What  is  man  that  thou  art  mindful  of  him?" 
which,  the  Christian  Register  notes,  is  read 
with  an  accent  of  contempt  or  exaltation,  ac- 
cording to  the  mood  of  the  reader,  j What 
was  in  the  thought  of  the  writer?  Was  man 
to  him  a being  so  insignificiut  that  the  care 
of  God  for  him  was  surprising?  Or  tyas  the 
honor  paid  to  him  by  God  so  surprising  as  to 
indicate  that  this  creature,  exalted  beyond 
mea-urC,  must  be  himself  almost  divine?

Some  of  the  poorest  in  this  world’s  goods 
have  been  great  sinners  in  this  respect  It  is 
against  this  class  that  these  clo-.ing  verses  are 
especially  directed.  The  spirit  of  fretful 
anxiety  really  has  its  roots  in  covetousness. 
The  cqvetous  poor  man  fa:ls  to  trust  God;  the 
the  covetous  rich  man  trusts  his  riches  and 
also  fails  to  trust  God.  Both  are  devotees  at 
the  shrine  dl  mammon  and  a mail  cannot 
serve  God  and  mammon.  The  injunction, 
“Take  no  thought,”  meaos“Be  not  anxious,” 
and  was  especially  addressed  to  the  disciples. 
This  was  the  form  of  covetousness  into  which 
they  were  tnrst  likely  to  fall  and  which 
most  of  us  need  to  guard  against.  The  life 
that  has  discovered  i's  true  dignity  comes  to 
realize  that  ilife  itself  is  mote  than  food  and 
raiment:  This  comes  only  from  viewing  life 
and  its  problems  from  the  divine  view  point.
